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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 33, 39-52, and 54-64 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "wherein the proportion of silver contained in electrically 
conductive material of the internal electrode near the junctions with the external 
electrode is higher than the proportion of silver contained in electrically conductive 
material of the internal electrode located inside of the stack" in combination with the 
remaining claim elements of claim 33. The prior art does not disclose or suggest 
"wherein the internal electrode contains voids and the voids occupy 5 to 70% of the 
cross sectional area of the internal electrode" in combination with the remaining claim 
elements of claim 60.
